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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The total enrollment of pupils in the elementary school during the 
past year was 24. Average daily attendance was 21. High school tuition 
was paid for 13 pupils. 


Of the 24 pupils enrolled, 21 were promoted and 3 transferred to 
other schools. 


The average cost per elementary school pupil was $407.41. 
The average cost per high school pupil was $99.99. 


The Metropolitan Reading Readiness test is now being given to all 
first grade pupils. This test is designed to measure mental growth and 
development of pupils and is an aid to teachers in determining the proper. 
period of formal reading with beginning pupils. It is hoped that by the 
use of these tests a better foundation in reading can be given to each 
pupil. Our reading program will be a little slower in the first grade but 
we expect to avoid numerous failures in the upper grades and to greatly 
improve the reading of all pupils. 


Achievement tests were given in the spring and the results were 
gratifying. 


Extensive repairs were made on the Branch School this summer to 
accommodate last year’s pupils of the old Four Corners School and 
former Newfane pupils. This gave the pupils more room and better 
working quarters. However, in spite of this move, we now have a se- 
rious overcrowded condition in our schools. A recent building survey was 
conducted at the request of the State Department of Education. The re- 
sults were as follows:

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The above figures show that if we were to open all three schools 
next fall and allow for proper seating space for each child, we would 
still be over-crowded by ten pupils on this year’s enrollment. As we have 
no graduating eighth grade students this spring, the problem will be 
even more complicated in the fall with our incoming first grade stu- 
dents. Indications are that we should open two more schools next fall. 
It is also well to bear in mind that no school has proper heating, light- 
ing and sanitary conditions with the exception of the Branch School 
where lighting facilities were improved considerably when repairs were 
made in the summer. In addition, the State Department of Education is 
recommending running water in every school and at least two acres of 
playground space with each rural school. 


The eye and ear tests were given to the children again this year. 
The school officials can do no more than to point out deficiencies. Cor- 
rective measures must be carried out by the parents. Good health is an 
important factor in school success and should be carefully watched by 
the parents. 


The kind cooperation shown by the teachers and citizens during 
the past year has been extremely helpful. We wish particularly to ex- 
press our thanks and appreciation to those civic groups which have con- 
tributed to the welfare of our children.

The above budget is figured for three schools. A reduction has been 
made in transportation costs and no allowance has been made jor per- 
manent repairs to the Four Corners School. We mention below, two 
other plans for the consideration of the voters. 


Plan A. 


For permanent repairs on the Four Corners building estimated at 
$5,000.00, it would require an additional tax rate of $1.67 or a total 
(current expense $2.25 plus $1.67) of $3.92. You will note that the figure 
given here does not agree with previous estimates. However, we wish to 
point out that the present site of the Four Corners School is not accept- 
able to the State Department of Education and that it would be necessary 
to purchase land at a new site and move the building. In addition the 
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present. overall dimensions of the building are not sufficient to allow 
enough expansion for the pupil capacity we should have. In other words, 
it would be necessary to completely alter the size and shape of the pres- 
ent building. 

Plamsb; 


For a new two room building, a tax rate of $2.23 would be required. 
This includes operating expenses pilus amortized yearly payments on 
the cost of a new building at $25,000.00. With the cost of a new building 
at $20,000.00 (this is the figure which your school directors are working 
towards) the tax rate would be $2.12. | 


Your directors have consulted Architect Robert L. MacNeal of Bos- 
ton who has submitted plans for a new building. Estimates of cost are 
now being figured. Mr. MacNeal has donated his services to the Town 
as his contribution towards a new school for Marlboro boys and girls. 


In estimating the tax rate to be suggested to the voters for the next 
school year, it has been necessary for your directors to take into con- 
sideration one of the requirernents a town must meet to qualify for state 
aid. We quote from the law as follows: 


Chapter 209, No. 104—(Acts of 1949). 


“Sec. 4-1. No town shall receive any state aid pursuant to 
section 2 of this act unless such town .. . shall raise and 
spend in each year for current school expenses an amount 
which, together with state aid, shall equal at least $130.00 
for each pupil in average daily attendance. . . .” 


It is important, then, if towns wish to qualify for state aid, that suf- 
ficient funds be raised to meet the requirements mentioned above.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Marlboro is one of the 88 Vermont towns provided with public 
health nursing service by the State Department of Health. 


Marlboro appropriated $80. toward the cost of maintaining this serv- 
ice. Of total funds appropriated for Health Department public health 
nursing service, local towns contribute 20%, the State of Vermont 41%, 


Federal grants-in aid 39%. 


The public health nursing service has as its primary purpose the pro- 
motion and maintenance of health and the prevention of illness in the 
community. 


In accomplishing this purpose many local people were of assistance. 
The following statistical report shows the services which I gave your 


town as your public health nurse during the period December 1, 1948 
through November 30, 1949. 


(DY PECOP SERVICE 
To Mothers: 
2 visits to expectant and new mothers. 
To Ill Persons: 
5 visits giving nursing care to sick persons at home. 
To Children Under School Age: 
48 visits to talk with parents about health needs of their small children. 
25 children received a professional medical examination. 
To School Children: 

14 visits to schools 
School medical examinations were not done this year, but will be 
due in 1950. 

5 visits to homes of school children to follow up health recommenda- 
tions of examining physician. 

44 hearing tests were given by means of the puretone audiometer. 

1 child needed further hearing tests. 

2 children received examination at the diagnostic hearing clinics 
sponsored by the Department of Education. Where necessary, 
parents received a report of the ear specialist’s recommendations. 

Prevention of Communicable Disease: 


16 children were given toxoid against diphtheria and/or tetanus. 
10 children of all ages were vaccinated against smallpox. 

Corrective Work: 
Follow-up of the medical recommendations and health inspections 
reveals 3 children had eye trouble corrected; 1 child had tonsils and 
adenoids removed, and a few children received some dental care. A 
number of local people were X-rayed at the chest clinic held last May 
in Townshend for this area.

In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a sum- 
mary of State assistance payments during 1949 to individuals applying 
from Marlboro. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and Federal sources 
except Aid to Dependent Children in which the town or city participates 
to the extent of 1244 percent and committed children for whom the 
municipality reimburses the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all 
programs reflects to a large degree the economic consequences of the 
devaluation of the American Dollar in terms of purchasing power and — 
its effect on savings and investments. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in Vermont is 
now paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately fewer individuals 
receiving aid and smaller average payments than the National average. 
Over 95 cents out of each public assistance dollar is paid to recipients 
and less than 5 cents is used for administration. No other State has a 
better record.
